morning, the Gettysburg and 
burg Division of the Reading railroad 
had the worst wreck in the history of 
the road. Jt occurred at 4.4-5 a. u». at 
the bridge over Poseum CreeK, a hall 
mile south of the Centre Mills Station, 
aud a inile and a half north of Guern- 
sey. 
A southbound freight traiu of 


sixteen or seventeen cars and caboose 
left the track for some cause, 
aud 


fourteen of tne cars with engine were 
completely wrecked, and the most re- 
marKable fact is that there was no 
loss of life and no one was hurt. 


Perhapn the most wonderful occur- 


rence of the wreck was the fact that 
several wheele_of the engine left the 
track OE the north siae of the iron 
bridge and the engine ran across the 
iron bridge, the seventy-five feet of a 
trestle on the eout. side of the bridge, 
theu over a short piece of track aud 
aero**, another culvert before it came 
to a «tand8iijj, and did this leat wiin- 
out any injury to engineer Gardner in 
control, 01 hie fireman. Conductor 
Kefter aud crew were in the caboose, 
whicn WH>» not wrecked and escaped 
injury. 


Fourteen coal cars performed 
all 


kinds of etnnte, several remaiued on 
bridge, others jammed the bridge, 
completely wrecking a five foot section 
of the bridge. Cais were thrown 
across the track, upset into the creek, 
turned upwidedown, broken into pieces 
and strewn along the track for a long 
distance. Thossr who saw the wreck 
say that it was a fearful sight. The 
road bed wao torn up for quite a dis- 
tance, aud wreckage aud confusion 
reigned supreme at the poiut of the 
accident. 


The wrecking crew ol the React- 


ing Kajlrnaci was soon on the ground 
coming from Harrisburg, 
but they 


were a.t the wrong end of the wreck, 
as the weakening bridge and the brok- 
en trestle wat between them and the 
greater part of the wreck. The Cum- 
berland Valley wrecking crew was 
dispatched for, and went to the scene 
through Gettysburg, and went to work 
for a record clean up. The track was 
clear, trestle and track repaired and 
bridge braced and the way open by 
ten o'clock Sunday night, and a south 
bound freight train safely passed over 
the point about day-break on Monday 
morning. The first through passenger 
train wae the Monday morning train. 
The wreck caused a complete stoppage 
of traffic for a short time, until arrange- 
ments were made to transfer passen- 
gers around the wreefc. 


The exact cause of the wreck has 


not been established. C o n d u c t o r 
Kefler found among the wreckage a 
broken wheel on one of the coal cars, 
and in of the opinion that this broken 
wheel threw almost the entire train 
from track. The driving wheels of 
the engine was broken at points where 
they ran over bridge, trestle and stones, 
the pony wheels of the engine, and 
the wheel a of the tender remained on 
the track, and made it possible for the 
engine to perform the feat it did, but 
exactly 
what caused 
the 
driving 


wheels of the engine to leave the track 
does not appear. 


The loss to the railroad is estimated 


will run between $10,000 and $15,000 
which includes damage to the train, 
the track, all necessary repairs, the 
cost of the wrecking crews and re- 
building that will be made necessary.

A Big 
Mill 
Bank Barn and Saw 


are Destroyed. 


About l'i o'clock .last Friday night 


the barn on the farm of Jacob Lan- 
singer, formerly the George Swartz 
farm, uear Gilt's mill, in Union town- 
ship, Adams County, was destroyed 
by tire, with all contents, 
excepting 


the live stock, which was saved. The 
lire is believed to have been the work 
of an incendiary.

The loss is estimated 
at about $1500, and is partially insured. 


The steam sawmill owned and oper-

iu Gettysburg ou last Friday. The new 
owners are greatl\ pleased with their 
purchase, and with the work done at 
the plant to put it in shape for the 
making of brick. 
Indeed the owners 


are enthusiastic and assert with con- 
fidence that they are going to make 
the finest kind of brick in the state. 


.Mr. Oswald, the general manager, is 


an expert on the subject of brick mak- 
ing. He manages the other two plants 
of the company as well as the one here 
visiting Gettysburg several times a 
month. 
He is most enthusiastic on 


the subject of the material out of 
which the Gettysburg brick are made. 
He declares there is no better materi- 
al in the State of Pennsylvania and 
that it has certain qualities that will 
enable them to successfully compete in 
selling the brick and meeting the dif- 
ficulties of freight. The proof that this 
is more than talk was shown in the 
fact that the first kiln of brick which 
had been furnished and exhibited to 
a contractor, won out against compe- 
titive bidding in a contract for 40.000 
brick for a building being erected in 
Hanover for the Hanover Shoe Com- 
pany. 


One of the qualities the new com- 


pany has found in the practical inex- 
haustible material is its extreme hard- 
ness and that it burns better tinder a 
moderate fire than the usual intense 
heat used in other plants. 
In other 


words, it usually takes two-thirds 
> 
a 


ton of coal to fire a thousand brie! . t 
a heat of 2GOO degrees. The Gett> s- 
burg material has already been suc- 
cessfully fired with a third of a ton 
of coal to a thousand brick at a heat 
of about 1700 degrees. This saving of 
coal and heat will make it possible for 
the Gettysburg brick to compete with 
brick made an\ \\here. 


The new company has already spent 


over ten th'ousand dollars in improve- 
ments and are prepared to keep on 
spendifig unrtl they have a first-class 
and up-to-date plant. They have so 
far completed the improA-ements that 
the\ are now devoting themselves to 
the making of brick. 
They have a 


force of twenty-five men at work and 
will take on men steadily as needed 
until they are running the plant with 
a full working force which is estimat- 
ed will be fifty men. This work will 
be practically the whole year around. 
Mr. Oswald says the aim always in 
sight is "make brick" and make them 
as good as they can be made and the 
better the brick the better trade and 
earning capacity of the plant, and 
there is nothing in the way of the Get- 
tysburg plant becoming known far and 
wide for the best of building and pav- 
ing brick, also a perfect vitrified brick. 


The handling of the brick has been 


greatly simplified so that' the output 
of the plant is greatly 
increased. 


Where time could be saved so that 
more brick could be made changes 
have been made at great expense. The 
new owners have built a new drying 
plant and have utilized all the exhaust 
steam and heat of the plant by a won- 
derfully interesting process. The heat 
going up through the stacks into the 
air is caught and driven by a fan 
through a concrete conduit to an apart- 
ment. and the exhaust steam is carri- 
ed to same point and this waste by 
product is driven by a ten foot fan run 
by a thirty horse engine through eight 
drying tunnels.

States. The play, "Esperanto, Regino 
de Lingvoj" (Esperanto, the Queen of 
Tongues» was written by Mrs. Stoner 
and given under her direction by some 
of the school children of Evansville for 
the benefit of the Poor Outing Farm 
fund, in .May. 1!>06. Little Miss Wini- 
fred Sarkville Stoner, who was then 
but. :'. \ears of age. took the leading 
part in the play. This little girl who 
won a diploma from Dr. Zamenhof for 
being able to read, write and speak in 
Esperanto when but 4 years old, is the 
youngest Esperantist holding a diplo- 
ma in the world, and at the Chatauqua 
congress won the palm for making the 
most converts. She was then but

years of age and she and Prof. Maclos- 
kie, 
the great biologist of Princeton, 


who acquired Esperanto after the age 
of 70, proved to skeptics that the lan- 
iguage may easily be learned by old 
and young. 


During the past summer Mrs. Stoner 


lectured at many chatauquas in a num- 
ber of states upon the simple flexible 
Esperanto and her little daughter gave 


tee tor the young people. 


In addition to her work as president 


of the Woman's Esperanto League and 
of the Indiana Esperanto Association, 
Mrs Stoner is also an executive of- 
ficer in the Universal Esperanto Asso- 
ciation which has headquarters in 
Paris, and the Woman's Esperanto As- 
sociation of Brazil. She has also been 
elected honorary president of the West 
Virginia state association for the as- 
sistance she gave in founding this or- 
ganization, and by the Japanese gov- 
ernment appointed guardian of a Jap- 
an eses boys' Esperanto club. 


A most interesting chapter is added 


to the history of Esperantism—one 
that will appeal to mothers of lovable 
little tots all over the land—by a short 
recital of the work and accomplish- 
ments of little Winifred Sackville Sto- 
ner, who taught Esperanto to the 
learned college professor. 
The story 


as it is told to me by a reliable au- 
.thority is briefly as follows: 


During the recent Esperanto con- 


gress at Chatauqua, X. Y., Prof. Me- 
Fadyen of Knox college. Toronto, who 
is a noted linguist and lecturer, re- 
ceived his first instruction in the new 
language from little Miss Stoner. She 
gave him his first reading lesson in 
"Esperanto at a Glance," and taught 
him to ask for the principal things to 
eat by playing a game invented by her 
mother. 


She was interviewed by press repre- 


sentatives and. according to newspaper 
reports received here, soon fired them 
with the desire to become Esperantists 
and they acknowledged they had never 
before had such a charming teacher. 
She also made a number of converts 
among the children and the older Es- 
perantists accorded the palm for gain- 
ing the most converts to this little girl. 


NEW FEEDIHG STUFF LAW. 


Will go Into Effect the First Day 


of August. 


The last Legislature passed the fol- 


lowing law which goes into effect Aug. 
1, which should interest every one 
selling feed and having domestic ani- 
mals to be fed. 


Section 1. 1 hat every barrel, bag, 


pail, parcel, or other package of con- 
centrated commercial feeding stuffs, 
as defined in section two of this act, 
used for feeding domestic animals, al- 
so condiinental stock and poultry- 
food, and patented, proprietary, or 
trade-marked stock and poultry-food, 
poMestiDR nutritive value combined 
with medicinal propertiea, aold, offer* 


ed, or exposed for sale, within thin 
State, shall have affixed thereto, IE a 


! conspicuous place ou the outside thera- 
| of, a legible aud plainly printed stata- 


I meut in the English language clearfy 
anil truly certifying the number of 
net pounds ot feeding-stun" contained 
therein, the name, brand, or trade 
mark under which tbe article is sold ; 
the name and add res* of the manu- 
facturer or importer, and a statement 
of the percentage of crude protein, the 
psrceutage ot crude fat, and the maxi- 
mum percentage of crude fibre which 
it contains ; these constituents to be 
determined by the latest metbodt* 
adopted by the Association of Official 
Agricultural Chemists of North Amer- 
ica. Every concentrated commercial 
feeding-stuff, 
as defined in section 


two of this act, intended for domestic 
animals, that Is compounded from 
two or more substances, in addition to 
the above requirements shall have 
affixed thereto, in a conspicuous place 
on the outside thereof, a statement in 
the English language giving the true 
and correct names of all of the ingre- 
dients of which it is composed. Wheu- 
ever any concentrated commercial 
feeding-stufl is kept for sale, stored in 
bins, the dealer or dealers keeping the 
same for sale iu bulk, or if it is put up 
in packages belougiug to the purchas- 
er, the dealer or dealers shall, upon re- 
quest of the purchaser furnish him 
with a card upon which is written or 
printed the brand, name, guaranteed 
percentage of crude protein, crude fat 
and crude fibre, and a statement show- 
ing the true and correct names of s»ll 
of the ingredients of which it is com- 
posed, and also the name and addtesR 
of the manufacturer or 
importer, 


whenever possible: Provided, That 
when any manufacturer or purchaser, 
located within the State of Pennsyl- 
vania, of any concentrated commerci- 
al feedlng-Btuff, as denned in section 
two of this act, shall send samples of 
the Wffle to the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture for analysis, the chief chemist Of 
the Department jf Agriculture shall 
furnish such fihalyg??, ibOWlug the 
percentage of crude protein, the pet-' 
centage of crude fat, and the percent- 
age of crude fibre which it contains, 
and shall charge a fee of one dollar for 
each such analysis, which analysia 
shall be made within fifteen dayH 
after the sample is received by the 
chief chemist, jmd all moneys so re- 
ceived shall, from time to time, be 
covered into the State Treasury by 
the Secretary of Agriculture. 


Section 2. The term "concentrated 


commercial feeding-stuff," as used in 
this act, shall include cottonseed 
meals, cottonseed feeds, linseed meals, 
gluten meals, gluten feeds, pea meals, 
bean meals, peanut meals 
cocoanut 


meals, maize feeds, starch feeds, sugar 
feeds, dried 
distillers-grains, dried- 


brewers-grains, malt sprouts, hominy 
feeds, cerealine feeds, maizeline feeds, 
rice meals, dried beet pulp, dried mo- 
lasses beet pulp, corn bran, clovec 
meal, alfalfa meal and feeds, molasses 
grains, molasses feeds, ground beef or 
fish scraps, and other animal and 
vegetable by-products, mixtures bear- 
ing distinctive names, and all other 
mixtures of similar nature, used for 
feeding domestic animals, including • 
poultry ; also condimental stock and 
poultry-food, and patented, proprie- 
tary, or trade-marked stock and poul- 
try-food, possessing nutritive value

Gettysburg is growi tie each vear in 


beauty, finer buildings and residences 
and the existence of any uusightliuess 
is s reflection upon the towu. There 
are three uuused graveyards that call 
for attention. The oue on the south 
wet: corner of Strattou and High 
streets is simply au overgrown wild- 
erness aud an eve «ore. The oue in 
the Heforined Church lot is iu a sad 
condition and when recently cleaned 
up dJd not improve appearances much 
for many of the stones have fallen 
down aud broker, aud had to be piled 


a fence. Tnere is au old grave- 


yard iu the rear end of the (jr. A. R. 
Jo: at oue time used by the Methodist 
congregation. The stones here are 
largely overturned, lay-tug flat. 


Now it is no diflieult matter to se- 


cure the abandonment of uuused cem- 
eteries. Au Act of 18!H provides that 
waerever any real estate is owned by 
any ,-hurch or religious society for the 
purposes of a burial ground, the Courts 
ol Quarter Sessions upon petition of a 
majority of the managers, officers or 
trustees of such churcn or society 
shall have the jurisdiction without re- 
quiriiiK any averment or proof other 
than that such burial grouud has 
ceased to be used for interments, may 
authorize aud direct the removal of 
the remains of the dead from any such 
burial ground in such uiaauer aud to 
.such suitable place as said church or 
society shall .provide. 


The Jaw has made it easy to termi- 


nate the unsightly existence of an un- 
used graveyard. A vote of the congre- 
gation to abandon and remove. A 
petition to Court by the proper church 


• officers. A notice iu the papers under 
order of the Court of the petition aud 
in & short time the decree of the Court 
will have been obtained. 


Where shall the remains of the 


dead be removed to? The Evergreen 
Cemetery. But isn't that Cemetery 
becoming well sold and with little 
room for such removals? The Ever- 
green Cemetery has been recently en- 
larged by the purchase of twelve acres 
aloHg the Baltimore pike, which will 
be taken into the enclosure and laid 
off in lots and drive ways at au early 
date aud will be able to furnish all the 
land needed for interment of the re- 
mains now in unsightly graveyards. 


We urge all those responsible for the 


existence of the present 
uusigbtly 


named graveyards to get busy aud im- 
prove the town by the removal of the 
same. The cost would not be great 
and arrangements could be made with 
the Evergreen Cemetery for care of 
grounds there. One well kept Ceme- 
tery aud no uuused graveyards would 
reflect greatly to the credit of Gettys- 
burg.

Wage War Against Flies. 


House flies have not become, up to 


this time, as numerous as they usually 
are at the outset of July. 
Tbe cause 


of this may be ascribed to the cool, 
wet weather of this very backward 
season. But they will soon be plenty 
enough, and it behooves everybody to 
wage an incessant warfare against 
them. Tbey are the filthiest of all in- 
sect pests, and are carriers of disease 
genus. 
Tbey pollute the food man 


eats, and may infect him with the 
germs of tuberculosis, diphtheria, 
typhoid fever, and other communica- 
ble diseases. 


This is the information sent out from 


the Division of Zoology of the Peuua. 
Department ot Agriculture, which 
brands the house fly as about the 
worst enemy of mankind, and recom- 
mends that timely action be taken to 
keep the evil due to its invasion at a 
minimum. Prut. U. A. Surface, the 
Zoologist ot the Division, recommends 
the immediate screening of windows 
am. doors ; the keeping of food screen- 
ed, especially milk : the keeping of 
fiiee away from sick persons, especi- 
ally those suffering with contagious 
diseases ; aud the catching and de- 
stroying of flies as they appear. 


Sticky fly paper, traps aud liquid 


poisoufc are among the things to use 
m killing the flies, but the latest, 
cheapest aud best is a solution of form- 
alin or formaldehyde iu water. A 
spoonful of this liquid put into a quar- 
ter of a pint of watei aud set where 
they can tiud it aud drink it wi 1 be 
enough to kill all the flies in the room. 
A cheap aud perfectly reliable fly poi- 
son, one which is not dangerous to 
human life, ia bichromate of potash iu 
solution. Dissolve one dram of the 
drug, which can be obtained at any 
pharmacy, in two ounces of water, and 
add a little sugar as sweetening. Put 
some of this solution in shallow dish- 
es, aud distribute them throughout 
the hoiue. 


To quickly clear apartments where 


there are many flies, burn pyrethrum 
iu the room. Keep the fly nuisance 
at a minimum by the use of disinfec- 
tauts in garbage boxen and cans, on 
manure piles and among all refuse. 
This can be doue by freely sprinkling 
with chloride of lime or with kerosene 
Keep house sewers and drains in good 
order and covered, and repair all 
leak* at once. It is of the utmost im- 
portance to clean all stables, pig pens 
and other breeding places of "The 
Filthy Fly" at least ouce a week. 


Pour kerosene into the drains. Cus- 


pidores should be cleaned frequently ;
